000,000 of greenbacks and trénsury notes and
the substitution of no ourrency at all,  He did
not believe they favorsd gold obligations run-
ning fifty yoars with interest ageregating
Si6,000,000 at the end of that time. [ was o
solfish suggestion that pesterity should be jeft
to pay this bad debt. The obligntions of the

Kemnls were ns binding townrd potterity as
toward the present generation. It was as
mueh the duty of the senate to protect the

Tuture ox to adopt the sugesstion of the pres-

lilent 1o louk After the present and let the
Tutore look aftor itself
Mr. Vest was by this lime putting such

energy Amd dramatic foreo in his words that
he wis glven cager attention from the senn-
tors and from crowded galleries.

“The president has doclared war on silver,”
proceoded the senator. “Hea would make us
accessories to this effort to fix the gold stand-
ard vpon us't

The senator asked If any man really  be-
Heved the supposed emergency could not be
met by treasury payments in silver. And vt
the Impression was belng conveyed to the pnb-
le that the country wis on the birink of ruin.
If the president had the power he would force
us to the single gold standard.

“But,” sald Mr, Vest, {mpressively, and
raiging his right hand in emphasis, **so far a=
I am econcerned, 1 will never vote to [ksue
bands to eccure guld and place us on a slngle
stondard."
Mt Cullom rose nt this point with a queda-
tion ns to what the fnance committer, of
which Mr. Vest is a member, Intended dolng
toward securing some definite polley.

Mr. Vest paused for a moment before re-
plying, then said: “It might be more proper
to let the chalrman of the commitios Lo an-
swer than question, but in his absence I will
say I don’t believe there Is the slightest pos-
elhility of the flnance committes agreeing on
dny measure to report to the senpte,'

AKIN TO A SENSATION,

The announcement, the first  that had
openly been mnde as to the situation in the
finance committer, was recelved with marked
attention and evident surprise.

Mr. Vest proceeded to say that the talk
about lack of revenue, as svggested by Mr.
Cullom, was o waste of words. He had
talked with the secretary of the Lrensury
only the day before yesterday and had been
nssured that the revenues were ample.

Mr. Cullom—So the secretary of the treas-
ury Is ready to assure us he has all the rev-
enua he wants?

Mr. Vest—Yes; It Is Increasing from day
to day, to such an extent that there prom-
fses to be a large surplus,

Mr. Cullom—Do yon state this, or is it the
statement of the sccretary of the treasury?

Mr. Vest—I moke the statement as in-
farmation from the seeretary of the troasury.

Resuming his speech Mr, Vest gald he was
pgainst the gold standard, 1t wos a badge
of oppression.

“And am I to be made accessory to the
perpetuntion of this gold system?'' asked the
senntor. It |s not pleasant,”” he continued,
“to differ with the head of my party. 1 have
remalned silent for many months in order to
not add to the discord within our great party.
But we have now reached the parting of the
way. 1 will go no further."

Mr. Vest closed with the emphatic declara-
tlon that party fealty could never lead him
to ald In fustening the gold standard on the
country. If the St. Louls Chamber of Com-
merce wanted some one to help toward that
end they would have to find some one else
than him.

Mr. Woleott sald this was just such an-
other plan as that adopted more than a year
and n bolf ago to force the repesl of the
sllver purchasing act. At that time the banks
hegan thelr campaigns with telegrams  to
senators, followed by Instructions to all the
business men who had loans from them
that unless the silver law was repealed the
loans would not be renewed. Now, as tlen,
Iying reports of prosperity to fallow oon-
gressional nction were being circunlated with
a view to Influence the senate and force the
golll  standard more thoroughly upon the
people.  If the eastern banks, with thalr dis-
honest methods, seck to control the lcgisla-
tlon of the country they must precede the
effort by the adoption of more honorable
ways than thoxe that now mark their pro-
gram of cosrclon.

ADDRESSED THE DEMOCRATS.

When Senntor Sherman rose to glve kis
views on the final situatlon—the 1irst he
hag expressed in the sennte for some time—
thetfe was a buzz of expectation and Interest,
Mr. Sherman stepped forward and seemed to
address himeelf particularly to the demo-
oratic side, emphasizing his remarks with
frequent gestures.

“We have reached (he point,” said he,
“where we are being told no relief will be
glven to the country until we have con-
otded the free colnnge of silver.” He be-
lHeved sueh an pbeolute concession would be
& groater disaster to the eountry than any
other course thut eould be adopted. And yet
the senate wus being brought face to face
with the alternative of taking free silver
or nothing, If there was to be a cholee
between the two coin standards, then the
senator belleved In taking the one which
wis recogniged the world over as the best,
But he did not bellieve such u choice was
Imperative, He still belleved both metals
cuuld be used.

“But 1 am bound to say,” sald Mr. Sher-
man, “that the finance committee s utterly
helpless. We are equally divided., We can
reach no agreement, We are not able to
report unless the concession s made to free
sllver.” The people had plenty of money
They have now §1,600,000,000 in small sav-
Imgs In the savings bapks. Give the plain
people, the laboring people, s chance to meet
this so-called urgency and they would supply
the deficiency i two days He begged the
senate to unlock the doors of the fAnunce
committee and endeavor to agree upon a
measure of relief.

Mr, Stewart declared no real emergency
existed and that all the trouble that had
arleen was due (o administration diserimina-
tlan in favor of gold as agalngt stiver,

Mr. HilIl sald the Arst duty of the senate
wasg (o ascertaln what was wanted by the
administration. With that purpose In view
and In order that congress-eould stand fairly

before the country and the administration
could deal fuirly with COngress
and cONgress with it, he In-
troduced w  resolution directing the secre-
tary of the treasury to inform the senate
whether it 8 necessary or desirable Chat
legislation should be had authorlzing the

Iasus of bonds, treasury notes or other se-
curities to ralse moneys for the purpose of
paying current delicleucles in the revenues,
and If w0, the nature and substantial detatls
of such legielation, Mr. HIUI AQesired the
reselution to be considered immediagtely, but
Mr. Allen of Nilwaska objected and the reso-
tutlon went over until tomorrow,

This ended the discussfon for the time
and the senate began the consideration of
routiae bhusiness.

VOTE TO BE TAKEN FPRIDAY.

After the previons question was orderaed
Mr. Catehlngs modifled the rules =0 as to
give two days for general debate, with pro-
vislon for a final vote at 4 o'clock on Friday.
This® necessitated a postponement of the
culogles on the late Senntor Colguitt until
the third Baturday in IFebruary, As mod-
INed the speclal order was adopted without
division, and the house, under Its torms, went
Into committee of the whole, Mr. Dockery of
Missouri in the chair, and began the consid-
eration of the bill.

Mr, Hellly, chalrman of the Pacific rall-
road committee, then opened the debate in
favor of the bill, which he sald was almed at
a settlement of the vexed and troubled ques-
tion of securing to the government its due
from the Unlon Paclfic rallroad and Its
branches, He sald he belleved this bill
offered the best solution of the guestion pre-
sented. Unless some such adjustment was
effected he declarved that foreclosure was In-
evitable and the movernment would be com-
pelled In order to protect itself to pay off
the first mortgage, involving an ontlay of
$40,000,000, which would make the roads
cost the 'United States $170,000,000.

In reply to a question of Mr. Dunn of New
Jersey, Mr. Reilly denfed that this bill would
prevent the government from procesding
against the *“‘four robbers,' as Mr. Dupn
termed them. He sald the bill specificially
reserved to the government every right of
redress it possessed.

At the eoncluslon of Mr. Rellly's remarks,
which oeccupled almost three hours, Mr.
Melklejohn of Nebraska gave notiee of an
amendment he should offer at the proper time
in place of sectlon 10 of the pending bill,
to add to s=ection 56 of the act of March
%, 1887, the provisions of a bill to further
désignate the securities in which the Union
Paelfie railroad company’s sinking fund might
be Invested. .

Mr. Harris of Kansas opposed the bill in a
apeech which aroussd frequent bursts of ap-
plaugs, He declared the mortgage should be
tareclosed, Government ownership had no
terrors for him,

“1 had ruther see the government pay the
first mortgage Indebledness and take the
road,"" said he, “than that these Pacific rail-
road scoundrels who have debauched pub-
lte maorals and public men should go un-
whipped throughout the land.” (Applause.)

Mr. Boatner of Louislann gave notice of a
substitute he would offer for the pending
measure, The committee then rose.

Mr. Aldrich of Illinois asked unanimous
consent to be allowed to print in the record
some telegrams received today from busi-
ness men of Chleago asking for Immediate
action on the recommendations in the presi-
dent's message. He sald they represented
over $200,000,000 of capital.

AMENDING THE CURRENCY BILL,
Depresentative Walker Incorporntes n Sub-
ntitute for Section Flve.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 30,—The banking and
curreney committee resumed the discussion
of the adminigtration bill today. Several new
amendments were proposed. An amendment
preposed by Hepresentative  Walker of
Marsachusetis was agreed (o by a two-thirds
vote, The amendment {s as follows:

Section & That to and from July 1, 1896,
the percentage of the eash réserve required
hy law shall be kept (n coln or coin ruifi-
cates, and not less than half of such coin
or coin certiticates shnll be In gold coln or
gold certifieates, and that such ecash re-

or coln certificates in amounts inerenscd by
1Y peer cent of the whole cash reserve re-
quired to be Kept by the law on and after
the 1st day of each qunrter of the cnlendar
venr untll the whole ciash resorve shall I'---'
in coln ar coin certificates and not less than
one-half of such cush reserve shall ot all
times be In gold coin or gold certifcutes,

The committes Is discussing an amendmont
proposed by Representative Warner of Now
York, authorizing the treasury (o use the
surplus to retire all legal tenders, including
treasury notes, as provided in the original
Carlisle bill

At yesterday's
three demoeratie
Three democratic

session of the committee
members  wers  absent,

members were ahsent,
Culberson of Texas, Bllis of Kentucky dnd
Johnson of Ohlo. The democrats assert that
they have an understanding by which they
will report the bill to the house, gaying that
those who are opposed to the measure Itself
are willing to glve {t a hearing, and charge
the republicans with adopting dilatory tactics
to delay action.

The aftornoon session of the commitiee
Was more harmonious than that of the morn-
Ihg and resulted in the adoption of two
amendments to the bill. The first, proposed
by Mr. Haughen, republican of Wisconsin,
reduces the tax upon the ecireulation from
1 per cent per annum to one-fourth of 1
per cent, puyable semi-annually. The second
proposal, by Mr. Walker of Massachusetts,
strikes out the fifth section of the bill, that
requiring import duties to be pald in gold.
The vote upon It was six yeas, four nays.

When the committee adjourned two amend-
ments were pending to be acted upon to-
duy, One, offered by Mr. Russel, re-
publiean, stipulates that the retirement and
cancellation of legal tenders for each month
shull not be greater than the increase in the
amount of natlonal bank notes under the
operation of the plan. This amendment was
carried when first offered and then there was
n successful motion to reconsider and post-
pone action for a day.

The other s Representative Walker's
amendment which was adopted this morning.

The Warner amendment offered yester-
doy was defeated by n vote of 10 to 2,
Messrs. Warner and Walker voting for it

When the committes took a recess ai
1:30 for one hour the Russell amend-
ment, providing that the amount of treas-
ury notes canceled in any one month shall
not exceed the lssue in other natlonal banlk
notes for the month, was under consldera-
tion. It was adopted at the afternoon ses-
sion,  This is regarded as the most impor-
tant amendment yet offered at the eritieal
point of the dlgcussian. The republican
members supported Ity and some demo-
crats. Administration democrats say that
none of the other amendments adopted will
endanger the success of the bill, but they
fear that this one may,

Mr. Warner of New York offered a&n
amendment repealing so much of all laws
and parts of laws as limit the rate at which
the national bank currency may be retired
and prohibiting any national banking as-
socintion from taking out additional eclrcu-
Iation within six months after it shall hove
withdrawn any part of Ite circulation.

WILL REPORT THE OLNEY BILL.

Important Amendments Have Heen Made
to It In Committon,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Prominenl rep-
resentatives of labor organizations and others
Interested entered the rooms of the house
commitiee of labor today to discuss the labor
arbitration bills presented by Attorney Gen-
eral Oliey and the Chleago strikers com-
mittee. They included Labor Commissioner
Carrall D, Wright; Mesars. F. P. Sargent
and W. 8. Arnold, representing the Brother-
hood of Locomotive Firemen: D L. Cuase
and D. W. Bgun, representing the Rallway
Tralnmen; B. A. Clark, representing the
Order of Rallway Conductors; Andrew For-

Eyth, representing the Seamen's unlon; H,
Ce Velter, a Chicago newspaper man, and
Edward  A. Mosely, secretary of the

Interstate Commerce commisslon, The mem-
bers of the committee were lite in putting
in an appearance so that it was after 11
o'clock when Chalrmuan MoeGann called the
commities to order. The chalrman stated
that at the conference last night between
the representatives of the rallway employes
the commissioner of labor and members of
the labor committes the Olnoy bill had been
amended so &8 to meet the views of the
rallway Interests, The bill was then read
and the amendinents discussed and the reg-
sons for thelr adoption polnted out.

The committee agreed t8 report favorably
to the house the bill as amended at the in-
atance of the representatives of railroad em-
ployes, These amendments relate principally
ta the manner of choosing the comminsion
of arbitration and probibit the Issuance of
injunctions restralning employes from con-
dueting the strike and putting the rallroads
temporarily in the hands of recelvers for
operation. The committes also agreed to ro-
port a bill for the lssunnce of labor bulle.
tinsg by the bureau of labor.

The first Important recommendation was
that In regard to the selectlon of the com-
mittee (o arbitrate any controversy that
may arise. This commitiee s to consist of
ong person named by the carrier or employer
drectly interested, the second by the labor
organization to which the employes directly
Interested Lelong, and the third by these two
If they 'full to choose the third member In
twenty-four hours then the chulrman of the
Interstate Commission committee and the
chalrman of the labor bureau are to chooss
him. This does away with the provision
making the chalrman of the Interstate Com-
merce comimiitee a member of the commit-
tee, @ proposed by the attorney gensral,

Another tmportant amendment adopted by
the committee strikes gut scetlon 10 of the
attorney general’'s bill, which gives that of-
ficlal authority in a controversy of such maug-
nitude a8 to preveat the operation of o rall-
road, If satisflod it cannot be adjusted Ly ar-
bitration, to file a bill In equity to prevent
the commission or continuance of public wls-
chief cuused or threatened, and to ask for
the appointment of recelvers of Lhe property
of the carrier, pending the settlement of the
cOutroversy,

BOSDS OF GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS.

Commlittee on Appropristions Taking Action
to Correct lrrogularities.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The bonding of
government officlals is a subject which has
been under dlscussion by the house commit-
tea on appropriations for several days, and
the commitiee has voncluded that it is a fleld

in which there is great room for reform. The
irregularities and lack of system governing
tho securities taken by the government for
the performance of official duties were first
Inquired into by the experts of the Dockery
commigsion and brought ta the attention of
the committee, Recently the heads of sev-
eéral departments and bureaus have been be-
fore the subcommittes of appropriations which
i8 framing the legislative bill and it has
heen ghown that the surety sysatem {g probably
more lax than that of any other govern-
ment.  Many officers arg bonded for a term
of four years, and If, as often happens, there
is delay In the pppointment of the successors
and they continue to officiate the government
is left without any guaramly or means of
making good losses f any are Incurred
through their acis, This lapse 1s frequent
in the cases of first class postmasters, but
the assistant treasurers of the United States
present the most congpleuous examples, slnee
their bondsmen, according to decisions by
the courts, cease to be responsible at the
end of four years, and the government is left
with no recpurse in case of default in the In-
terimy  until the appolntment of thelr suc-
CRASOTA,

It s apparent, however, that there will he
no thme to adont any new plan In this regolu-
tlan of congress, as the committee will leave
that work for the next congress, Some neces-
gary reforms to go into Immediate effect and
nact as safeguards until a general system shall
be established are embodled o & bl intro-
duced by Representative Dookery, It pro-
vides that all bonds of United States oficiuls
shall be examined at least every two years by
the officials required by law to take and ap-
prave them [or the purpose of ascertaining
the sufficiency of the amount nnd the sureties.

JAPANESE TREATY RATIF1ED,

Only Amendamont Mude Was to Strike Out
the Time Limit

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The senate went
into executive sesslon at 2 o'clock today to
conslder the Japanese treaty, and the debate
was Immediately taken up where It was left
off when the subject was last under consider-
atlon ten days ago. There was a running de-
bate, in which almost the entirs senate par-
ticipnted, and it soon became evident the sen-
ators who had objected to the treaty in its
present form would continug to urge them
until the treaty should be amended or ratifled
aver thelr objectlon. The sesslon continued
two hours and resulted In the ratiflcation of
the treatly as presented to the senate, pro-
vided that it should go Into effect after five
vears, and that after remaining in effect for
ten yearsa It eould be abrogated by elther
party to It after a year's notice, Senator
Lindsay offered an amendment striking out
the ten years' provision as a substitute for
Senutor Frye's smendment, which was dj-
rected at pregerving the Amerlean right to
Impoge diseriminating duties in case of goods
carrled in American ships. The Frye amend-
ment had been the bone of eontention during
the entire =esslon, as It was In tha previous
sesslon devoted to this treaty, but IL was at
onee recognized the Lindsay substitute would
cover the entire guestion, and It was aceeptied
without question by those who had contended
for the Frye resolution as a salution of the
entire problem In that it afforded means of
securing early rellef In that or any other

direction in case It should Le necessary. The
amendment met ltile opposition and waos
agreed to without a division, The ratifica-

tlon of the treaty speedlly followed, and this
wis also necomplished without a yea and nay
vate,

ACCOUNTING METHODS BAD,

viMgealt to Frove that Howgate Ever Re-
celved Any Mongey.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The trial of Cap-
teln Howgute was resumed today, The testl-
mony related chlefly o the methods of keep-
Ing the accounts of the clvil serviee bureau
in Captain Howgate's time and the procedure
In their adjustment and auditing. Fred W,
Moffat, paying teller of the weather burean
in 1878, was pliced on the stand, and the
pulnt brought out by the defense was that [t
would be Imposgible to produce any one to
prove that the $11,800 cited in the indictment
was paid to Howgate. Moffat was one of the
principal witnesses for the government, but
when placed on the stand lie testified he was
unable to state whethor the $11,800 wus pald
ty Howgate or to Mr. Whitney of the West-
ern Unlon Telegraph company, now decensed,
or to some one eélse.
